Newport, R. I., Feb. 17.— Two men, 
one in 
the uniform of the United 
States marine corps and the other in 
citizen’s clothes, Jumped 
overboard 
from the tug Annie R. Wood while 
on the way from Newport to Fort 
Greble and were drowned. 
Al*hough 
the bodies have not been recovered 
ar.d no positive identification has been 
made, the man in uniform is thought 
to have been 
Private Benjamin G. 
Steenerson, a 
son 
of Congressman 
Halvor Steenerson of Minnesota. 
The other man is believed to have 
been John M. McIntosh, a marine, 
who was awaiting discharge from the 
service. 
According to Captain Rich of the 
tug, the men avowed nothing unusual 
in their conduct until the tug was off 
Conanicut 
point, 
when 
both 
men 
jumped overboard without 
warning. 
The man in citizen dress went und«‘i 
and was not seen again. 
The uni 
formed man rose to the surface and 
was hauled alongside the tug by boat- 
hooks, hut just as it appeared that he 
would be rescued, he slipped out of 
the uniformed coat by which he was 
being held and sank out of sight. 


Coat Belonged to Steenerson. 


The uniform coat was brought to 
the police station in this city, where 
some of Steenerson’s friends identi­ 
fied it as belonging to him. 
Steener­ 
son and McIntosh are said to have 
left the marine barracks at the train 
ing station together. 
Their descrip­ 
tion corresponds to that of the men 
on the tug. 
Private Steenerson enlisted Oct. 24. 
1907, at East Grand Forks, Minn. 
In 
the record of enllftment his age is 
given as twenty-seven years, his oc­ 
cupation “student,” and his residence 
as Crookston, Minn. 
The enlistment 
papers and other records of McIntosh 
are in Washington awaiting his dis 
charge. 
According to some of the members 
of the tug crew-, the two men, who 
are 
said 
to 
have 
been 
drinking. 
Jumped suddenly Into the water. 
The 
police, however, believe the circum­ 
stances warrant an investigation, and 
Emil Olsen, who was on the tug. Is 
held as a witness. 
There is said to 
have been a dispute between tlie two 
marines and Olsen. 
Friends of the men are not inclined 
to credit the theory that they jumped 
overboard voluntarily and committed 
suicide. 
Mrs. Steenerson, who is in W ashing­ 
ton, is prostrated and is under the 
care of a physician. 
Mr. Steei.erson 
will be unable to go to Newport if the 
body is recovered, on account of being 
unable to leave his wife at this time.

FLOOD AT PITTSBURG. 


Slo w ly Receding After C au sin g H eavy 
L o ss to Property. 
Pittsburg, Feb. 17.—After reaching 
30 7-10 
feet 
and 
remaining at that 
stage for three hours, the high water 
In the rivers is now slowly receding. 
The danger mark in this city is 22 
feet. 
The* 
damage 
and 
suffering 
caused by the annual flood is wide­ 
spread. 
A remarkable feature, however, Is 
the absence of fatalities. 
As far as 
is known there has been no sacrifice 
of human life and this is attributed 
to the early warnings of the local 
United States weather bureau. 
l.ive stock has perished in consid­ 
erable numbei*s and there are many 
reports of persons having narrowly 
escaped death in an endeavor to save 
their property and live stock. 
Miles of territory in Greater Pitts­ 
burg and vicinity Is submerged and if 
will he some time before the water 
will he back in the chnnnels of the 
rivers and numerous small streams. 
Thousands of business houses in the 
downtown portions of Pittsburg are 
attempting to clear the cellars of their 
build lugs of w ater. 
Every few feet 
along the sidewalk are men pumping 
the water and hundreds of these little 
streams can be seen spurting into the 
streets. 
Electric light plants In these build­ 
ings and other valuable machinery Is 
practically a total loss. 
The actual monetary damage cannot 
be ascertained at this time, but from 
all accounts it will run up to several 
million dollars. 
The suffering caused by tho high 
W'ater is intense. 
Thousands of per 
sons are living in the upper floors of 
their homes, using skiffs as a means 
of transportation 
to and 
fro. 
The 
lower 
porti-jns of their homes are 
tilled with water. 
In many instances 
the 
household 
goods 
were 
not 
r e ­ 
moved, owing to a lack of time, and 
chairs, tables, pianos and bric-a-brac 
are floating about the rooms. 
To add to the suffering of the vic­ 
tims, the weather grew cold and snow 
fell. 
The 
gas 
connections 
of 
the 
houses have been disarranged and in 
their present damp condition, life is 
made miserable for the unfortunate 
occupants.

Mors«*, financier and promoter of many 
larve combinations, including the so- 
called “Ice trust" and a merger of 
nearly all of the coastwise steam ­ 
ship line«, returned from his brief trip 
to Europe and was arrested In his 
stateroom when the steamer Etruria 
reached Quarantine, held in custody 
until the ship wan docked and then 
was whirled away In an automobile to 
the home of Justice Victor Dowling of 
the supreme court, where he gave 
bonds in the sum of $20,000 to answer 
to two ln«lictments, charging grand 
larceny and 
Involving 
the 
sum 
of 
$100.000. 
Mr. Morse was released ami 
went immediately to his Fifth avenue 
horn«*, where he gave out a statement 
asserting his innocence and asking the 
public to suspend judgment until he 
has ha«l the opportunity of facing his 
accusers in court. 
Mr. Morse will appear before Jus­ 
tice Dowling in open court and plead 
not guilty to the Indictments. 
He de­ 
nied that his trip to Europe was a 
“flight.” 
He said he ha«i gone abroad 
to sell stock in a large Interest an«l 
to 
secure 
a 
fortnight’s 
rest. 
Both 
purposes were spoiled by the publica­ 
tion of reports that he was a fugi­ 
tive from justice, he declared. 
Mr. Morse had received w'ord by 
wMreless telegraphy that two indict­ 
ments had been found against him, 
but he did not know he was to suffer 
physical arrest. 
The appearance of 
three detectives from District Attor­ 
ney Jerome’s office at his stateroom 
door took him completely by surprise. 
The officers, armed with a warrant, 
had gone down the bay on a revenue 
cutter. 
They were accompanied by 
Albert B. 
Boardman and 
Phillip J.- 
Britt, attorneys, and by Benjamin W. 
Morse, a son of the financier. 
Mrs. 
Morse met her husband at the pier 
and It was in her automobile that the 
Journey with one of the detectives 
was made to Justice Dowling’s house. 


C h arge A gain st Morse. 


The 
charge 
against 
Mr. 
Morse 
grows out of a note given to him by 
Former 
Chief 
Justice 
Morgan 
J. 
O’Brien of the appellate division of 
the supreme court. 
Judge O’Brien is 
said to have deposited three notes for 
$100,000 each with Mr. Morse in pay­ 
ment for a block of 1,000 shares of 
stock In the National Bank of North 
America. 
The notes were to be held 
three years and not discounte«l, ac­ 
cording to Judge O’Brien, and at the 
end of the three-year period he was 
to have the privilege of consummat­ 
ing or withdrawing from the bargain 
for 
the 
purchase 
of 
stock. 
It 
is 
charged 
that Mr. Morse discounted 
one of these notes at the Mercantile 
National bank, in which he formerly 
wTas a director, and that he represent 
ed to the bank that he was authorized 
to receive its cheek for the amount of 
the loan. 
It is further alleged that 
the check given to Mr. Morse was 
made payable to Judge O’Brien and 
w'ns cash«3«! by Mr. Morse at the Na­ 
tional Bank of North America— Morse 
sianing Judge O’Brien’s name “per C. 
W. Morse.” 
It is the theory of the 
indictment that the check, never hav­ 
ing passed into the hands of O’Brien 
or his authorized agents, its use by 
Mr. Morse constituted grand larceny 
from the M«*rcantile National bank, 
title never having passed from that 
institution.

O’Brien, it is stated, 
re 
fused 
to 
appear 
as 
complainant 
against Morse and in the grand jury- 
room is said to have had a sharp tilt 
W'ith District Attorney Jerome w'hen 
he told the latter that an indictment 
found 
upon 
the transaction related 
would not hold. 
Both of the indictments against Mr.

er Etruria that the Japanese people 
know absolutely nothing of a break 
i In the cordial relations which have 
been historic between the two nations. 
Talk of war, Baron Takahira declared 
with much emphasis, was utterly unin­ 
telligible to him unless, as soineon«* 
had suggested, it was spread broad­ 
cast to serve the commercial ends of 
some newspapers. 
The ambassador 
said 
there might, be some matters 
pending in Washington which would 
require his attention, but they were 
not serious. 
As to the cruise of tlie 
American fleet to the Pacific ocean, he

Loss to Property. 
Pittsburg, Feb. 17.—After reaching 
30 7-10 feet and rem aining at that 
stage for three hours, the high water 
in the rivers is now slowly receding. 
The danger m ark in this city is 22 
feet. 
The 
damage 
and 
suffering 
caused by the annual flood is wide­ 
spread. 
A rem arkable feature, however, is 
the absence of fatalities. 
As far as 
is known there has been no sacrifice 
of human life and this is attributed 
to the early w arnings of the local 
United States w eather bureau. 
Live stock has perished in consid­ 
erable num bers and there are many 
reports of persons having narrowly 
escaped death in an endeavor to save 
their property and live stock. 
Miles of territory in G reater P itts­ 
burg and vicinity is submerged and it 
will be some tim e before the w ater 
will be back in the channels of the 
rivers and num erous small streams. 
Thousands of business houses In the 
downtown portions of Pittsburg are 
attem pting to clear the cellars of their 
buildings of water. 
Every few feet 
along the sidewalk are men pumping 
the water and hundreds of these little 
stream s can he seen spurting Into the 
streets. 
Electric light plants in these build­ 
ings and other valuable machinery is 
practically a total loss. 
The actual m onetary damage cannot 
be ascertained at this time, but from 
all accounts it will run up to several 
million dollars. 
The suffering caused by the high 
w ater is intense. 
Thousands of per­ 
sons are living in the upper floors of 
their homes, using skiffs as a means 
of transi>ortation to and fro. 
The 
lower portions of their homes are 
filled with water. 
In many instances 
the household goods were not re­ 
moved, owing to a lack of time, and 
chairs, tables, pianos and bric-a-brac 
are floating about the rooms. 
To add to the suffering of the vic­ 
tims, the w eather grew cold and snow 
fell. 
The 
gas 
connections 
of 
the 
houses have been disarranged and in 
their present damp condition, life is 
made m iserable for the unfortunate 
occupants.

SON KILLED OF FATHER. 


Had Been Informed That Indictments 


Had Been Found Against Him, But 


Did Not Expect to Be Taken Into 


Custody. 


New York, Feb. 17.—Charles W. 
Morse, financier and prom oter of many 
large combinations, including the so­ 
called “ice tru st’’ and a m erger of 
nearly all of the coastw ise steam ­ 
ship lines, returned from his brief trip 
to Europe and was arrested in his 
stateroom when the steam er E truria 
reached Q uarantine, held In custody 
until the ship was docked and then 
was whirled away In an automobile to 
the home of Justice Victor Dowling of 
the suprem e court, where he gave 
bonds in the sum of $20,000 to answer 
to two indictm ents, charging grand 
larceny and Involving the sum of 
$100,000. 
Mr. Morse was released and 
went immediately to his Fifth avenue 
home, where he gave out a statem ent 
asserting his innocence and asking the 
public to suspend judgm ent until he 
has had the opportunity of facing his 
accusers in court. 
Mr. Morse will appear before Ju s­ 
tice Dowling in open court and plead 
not guilty to the indictments. 
He de­ 
nied that his trip to Europe was a 
“flight.” 
He said he had gone abroad 
to sell stock in a large interest and 
to secure a fortnight’* 
rest. 
Both 
purposes were spoiled by the publica­ 
tion of reports that he was a fugi­ 
tive from justice, he declared. 
Mr. Morse had received word by 
w ireless telegraphy th at two indict­ 
m ents had been found against him, 
but he did not know .he was to suffer 
physical arrest. 
The appearance of 
three detectives from D istrict A ttor­ 
ney Jerom e’s affies at his stateroom 
door took him completely by surprise. 
The officers, armed with a w arrant, 
had gone down the bay on a revenue 
cutter. 
They w ere accompanied by 
A lbert B. Boardman and Phillip J.- 
B ritt, attorneys, and by Benjamin W. 
Morse, a son of the financier.

Charge Against Morse.

grows out of a note given to him by 
Form er

O’Brien of the appellate division of 
the supreme court. 
Judge O’Brien is 
said to have deposited three notes for 
$100,000 each with Mr. Morse in pay- 
m ent for a block of 1,000 shares of 
stock In the National Bank of North 
America. 
The notes were to be held 
three years and not discounted, ac­ 
cording to Judge O’Brien, and at the 
end of the three-year period he was 
to have the privilege of consummat­ 
ing or withdrawing from the bargain 
for 
the 
purchase 
of 
stock. 
It 
is 
charged that Mr. Morse discounted 
one of these notes at the M ercantile 
N ational bank, in which he formerly 
was a director, and that he represent­ 
ed to the bank that he was authorized 
to receive its check for the amount of 
the loan. 
It is further alleged that 
the check given to Mr. Morse was 
made payable to Judge O’Brien and 
was cashed by Mr. Morse at the Na­ 
tional Bank of North America— Morse 
signing Judge O’Brien’s nam e “per C. 
W. Morse.” 
It is the theory of the 
indictm ent that the check, never hav­ 
ing passed into the hands of O’Brien 
or his authorized agents, its use by 
Mr. Morse constituted grand larceny 
from the M ercantile National bank, 
title never having passed from that 
institution.

Baron Takahira Talks of W ar Betwesn 
Japan and the United States. 
New York, Feb. 17.—Declaring that 
war between the United States and 
Japan would be “the most Inhuman 
event in the world’s history” and was 
“too hellish” to be thought of, Baron 
Kogoro Takahira, the new Japanese 
ambassador to W ashington, said upon 
landing in New York from the steam ­ 
er Etruria that the Japanese people 
know absolutely nothing of a break 
in the cordial relations which have 
been historic between the two nations. 
Talk of war, Baron Takahira declared 
with much emphasis, was utterly unin­ 
telligible to him unless, as someone 
had suggested, It was spread broad­ 
cast, to serve the commercial ends of 
some newspapers. 
The am bassador 
said there m ight be some m atters 
pending in W ashington which would 
require his attention, but they were 
not serious. 
As to the cruise of the 
American fleet to the Pacific ocean, he 
regarded it purely as a naval m a­ 
neuver on a grand scale, designed to 
show to the world at large that Amer­ 
ica has a wonderful naval power, 
which can be dispatched anywhere at 
a m om ent’s notice, “in support of a 
legitim ate cause, which always is at 
the bottom of American diplomacy.”

was found guilty of having used the 
mails in perpetrating a fraud upon 
William Grable of Dearborn, Mo., by 
failing to secure for him as a wife a 
“wealthy and good looking widow,” as 
promised in advertising m atter sent 
out by her. 
The verdict was returned 
before Judge Landis in the United 
States district court after the jury had 
deliberated nearly twenty-four hours. 
The penalty to which Miss Grey is 
subject under the finding is eighteen 
m onths’ im prisonment in a reforma- 
! tory or a fine of $500, or both, al- 
| though the court may make the pun­ 
ishment less, in its discretion. 
Ar­ 
guments for a new trial will be heard 
on March 2. 
In the m eantim e Miss 
Grey will remain at liberty under the 
bond given after her indictment. 


Dzsr’s Government Fully Alive to Ef­ 
fect of Austria’s Action. 
St. Petersburg, Feb. 17.—Baron von 
A ethrenthal’s reiteration of the de­ 
term ination of Austria to build a rail­ 
road through Novipazar as a connect­ 
ing link for the A ustrian line through 
Bosnia with the Turkish line to Sa- 
ioniki, and the announcem ent by the 
German foreign office of its financial 
support to this plan, have left no illu­ 
sions here regarding the fate of the 
agreem ent, looking to joint action in 
the Balkans negotiated by Emperor 
Nicholas and 
Em peror Francis Jo 
seph at Muerzstcg in the autumn of 
1903, which was the groundwork of 
the subsequent programme of reforms 
in Macedonia. 
The altitude of the Russian foreigr 
office, 
as 
learned 
through 
an 
i 
spired press, i9 that the agreement 
which is regarded as already violate. 
in spirit by the A ustrian foreign min 
ister’s efforts to extend and consoli 
date the Austrian sphere of influence 
by a private bargain with the sultan 
for the construction of the railroad, 
should be abrogated. 
Russia is now 
left a free hand to work out her own 
policy in the Near East. 
Negotiations 
are still being conducted to the end 
of inducing A ustria to withdraw ber 
railroad scheme, but no hope of their 
success is held out on either the Aus­ 
trian or the Russian side. 
The prin­ 
cipal efforts at present are being de­ 
voted to arranging a new grouping of 
the powers, it being thought here that 
Russia and Great Britain might enter 
into an agreem ent for joint action in 
.Macedonia and that these two powers 
would be supported by France and 
perhaps by Italy.

TEST IN HOUSEKEEPING, 


C h arle s B a r n a r d 's Novel 
U n d e rta k in g 
at H ie H o m e In Darien, Conn. 
Charles Barnard, the writer nnd loc 
Mirer, who is devoting his time to con­ 
ducting n "housekeeping experiment 
Mat ion” In Darien, Conn., talked about 
his institution the other «lay as fol­ 
lows: 
"A housekeeping experiment station 
► a new idea. An agricultural station 
must have barns. Held laboratories 
Bud greenhouses. 
It Is wholly differ­ 
ent with a housekeeping station. 
All 
that Is needed Is a good country house. 
It should not Ik» a elty house. Hat or 
apartment, because the great majority 
of housekeepers In this country live 
otit of town or on farms uud without 
gas or electric light. 
"The aim of a housekeeping experi­ 
ment station should be to make experi­ 
ments on a housekeeping scale with 
ordinary appliances and under normal 
household conditions. This Is precise­ 
ly what Is done. So far as known It Is 
the Hrst housekeeping experiment sta­ 
tion in the world to open Its doors to 
the house mothers of this country. 
"Experiments 
are 
performed 
in 
schools and colleges in household eco­ 
nomics, notably at the Teachers’ col­ 
lege 
In 
New 
York, 
but 
these are 
schools. The new station Is a home, 
occupied and used as such, nnd also 
used as a place where experiments In 
housekeeping are conducted for the 
benefit of any householder who wants 
to know how nnd why certain things 
done in housework can best Ik» done." 
For nearly two years Mr. Barnard 
used his home ns a place where he 
could t*»st new» housekeeping appliances, 
new’ methods and materials. 
House­ 
keepers have applied to the station 
from every part of the country, manu­ 
facturers of household appliances send 
their new Inventions to the station to 
be tested, town officials ask for Infor­ 
mation In regard to the best method of 
lighting streets, and architects have 
sought information In regard to laying 
out nnd furnishing kitchens. 
A delegation from the Teachers’ col­ 
lege of New York recently spent an 
afternoon as guests of Mr. and Mrs. 
Barnard and were surprised and pleas­ 
ed by the demonstrations in the use of 
alcohol In housekeeping. Mr. Barnard 
Is n believer In the future of dena­ 
tured alcohol and has done much ex­ 
perimenting with it.

troduction

species,

least In the Rocky mountain region. | 
In the coast ranges, w ith their greatei 
rainfall, cultivated grasses are more 
likely to play an important part in 
range development. 
The ranges of the northwest have not j 
been so seriously damaged by over- 
grazing as those of the southwest, per­ 
haps because of superior moisture con­ 
ditions of the northern part of the 
country. 
It is a fact, however, that 
none of the ranges support the stock 
which they did formerly, and reseed­ 
ing experiments wdll therefore be un­ 
dertaken in this section of the country 
also. 
The method of handling stock is also 
to be considered. 
Every stockman 
knows that stock do not w’aste as much 
feed when unrestricted in their move­ 
ments as when close herded. 
An ex­ 
perimental pasture was inclosed last 
summer in the Imnaha national forest 
in Oregon, which will be a model for 
others next season. 
In this pasture 
sheep w’ere turned loose without a 
herder to shift for themselves. 
It Is 
too soon to draw positive conclusions 
from this experiment, but the sheep 
did well, and there w*as a decided less­ 
ening In the loss of forage through 
trampling, 
it looks as though a given 
area of ground can be made to carry a 
very much larger number of animals 
when they are allow’ed to graze free 
than when close herded. 
This fact, if 
established, will be of decided impor­ 
tance to stockmen.

Charles Barnard's Novel Undertaking 
at Hie Home In Darien, Conn. 
Charles Barnard, the w riter and lee 
lurer, who Is devoting his time to con­ 
ducting a “housekeeping experiment 
nation” in Darien, Conn., talked about 
his institution the other day as fol­ 
lows: 
“A housekeeping experim ent station 
h a new Idea. An agricultural station 
m ust have harms, field laboratories 
and greenhouses. It Is wholly differ­ 
ent with a housekeeping station. All 
that is needed Is a good country house. 
It should not l>e a city house, flat or 
apartm ent, because the great majority 
of housekeepers In this country live 
out of town or on farm s and without 
gas or electric light. 
“The aim of a housekeeping experi­ 
m ent station should be to make experi­ 
ments on a housekeeping scale with 
ordinary appliances and under normal 
household conditions. This is precise­ 
ly w hat Is done. So far as known It Is 
the first housekeeping experim ent sta­ 
tion in the world to open its doors to 
the house mothers of this country. 
“Experim ents 
are 
perform ed 
In 
schools and colleges in household eco­ 
nomics, notably a t the Teachers’ col­ 
lege 
In 
New 
York, 
but 
these are 
schools. The new station Is a home, 
occupied and used as such, and also 
used as a place where experim ents In 
housekeeping are conducted for the 
benefit of any householder w’ho wants 
to know how and why certain things 
done In housework can best be done.” 
For nearly two years Mr. Barnard 
used his home as a place where he 
could test new housekeeping appliances, 
new methods and m aterials. 
House­ 
keepers have applied to the station 
from every part of the country, manu­

It Is a fact, however, that 
none of the ranges support the stock 
which they did formerly, and reseed­ 
ing experim ents will therefore be un­ 
dertaken in this section of the country 
also.

Am erican Navy Is Given to the Pub* 


lie— Ships Just as Good as Those of 


A ny Other Nation. 


W ashington, Feb. 17.—By direction 
of the president, Secretary Metcalf 
has m ade public the report of Ad­ 
m iral Converse on the fighting ships 
of the American navy, called forth by 
many criticism s recently published in 
m agazines and otherwise. This report 
was prepared prim arily to satisfy the 
president as to the exact state of our 
naval ships compared with those of 
other navies and its publication is au­ 
thorized with the design to reassure 
the American sailors as to the quality 
of the weapons with which they must I 
go into battle. 
W hile, of course, it is 
regarded as desirable th at our n*vvy 
shall not he underrated abroad and 
that the American people shall know 
the 
conditions 
under 
which 
their 
ships were designed, it is even more 
essential In the Judgment of the prest- , 
dent and the naval officials th at the j 
m en who are to man the ships shall i 
not have their moral courage sapped 
or weakened by the slightest doubt of 
the fact I hat they have as serviceable 
and efficient weapons as the sailors of 
any other navy in the world. 
A nother 
purpose of the publication is to make | 
clear 
the 
fact 
that 
th# voluntary I 
critics i*f our navy have spoken and 
w ritten lo a half-light; that the offi­ 
cers who designed our ships were 
aw are of many defects of ships in for­ 
eign navies which have been unduly 
praised as perfect examples of naval 
architecture, and th at in designing 
our ships these defects were taken 
into account and avoided, while every 
effort was mads to embody the best 
and most modern native ideas as well 
as those which the experience of for­ 
eign navies have shown to be sound. 
Admiral Converse characterizes the 
criticism s as "prepared by persons 
whose knowledge of the subjects dis­ 
cussed 
was limited and Incorrect.’ 
T here was, he says, am ple Justification 
for the adoption of the battleship de­ 
signs which have been followed. 


Compromises in Designs. 
‘‘We have,” he says, "m ade com­ 
prom ises in our designs of battleships, 
because it is impossible to construct 
a perfect battleship. 
Such compro­ 
m ises have perhaps detracted from 
the desired perfect ship in some re­ 
spects, but at the sam e tim e have 
made it possible to improve upon 
some other existing disadvantages, 
end, on the whole, the compromises, 
each and all, have tended Towards a 
nearer approach to the desired perfect 
finality. 
O ther nations have labored 
and will, like ourselves, continue to 
labor, under this sam e difficulty In en­ 
deavoring to approach as near as pos­ 
sible to that im possibility—a perfect 
battleship. 
In 
making 
compromises 
in the building of our ships, I am sat­ 
isfied th at in every instance all con­ 
cerned in the work have acted hon­ 
estly and patriotically, and only with 
tile desire to produce the best ship 
possible. 
The result has been in each 
case, ship by ship, and year by year, 
an im provem ent upon all th at have 
preceded, and no ship has been built 
by us inferior to those of any nation 
designed at the same time. 
“The quality of the m aterial of our 
navy is inferior to none; in quantity 
of vessels alone are we lacking. With 
an increase in num ber of ships, the 
American navy will have been sup­ 
plied the only feature necessary to 
make it second to none in all that 
tends toward fighting efficiency, and 
when the stress of actual combat, if 
such should ever unfortunately come, 
brings the only really practical test, 
our country need huve no misgivings 
or fear but that our battleships will 
give an excellent account of them ­ 
selves and prove them selves all that 
we have designed them for and know 
tjieni to he,” 


Carrying Out of Fleet Tactics. 
The adm iral says in treating of bat­ 
tle drills that it was not until the 
spring of 1903 that our "new navy” 
achieved the size of a squadron— 
eight battleships; and not until last 
spring th at we acquired a fleet—two 
squadrons. 
It then for the first time 
became possible to carry out fleet tac­ 
tics. 
These were begun in July, were 
Interrupted for target practice and re­ 
sumed again in the present voyage to 
the Pacific coast. 
B attle drills, train ­ 
e e to meet the enemy under condi­ 
tions probable or liable to occur, have 
been given much attention In recent 
years, he says, although carried out 
with the limited num ber of ships 
available. 
G reat advantage is looked for aa the 
result of such exercises by the six- I 
teen battleships in fleet assemblage. 
In this connection, the adm iral re­ 
m arks: 
"The personnel of our navy, 
In am bition and professional knowl- 
Idge, is second to none in the world.” 
Considerable space is devoted to a 
refutation of the criticism th at Ameri­ 
can fighting ships do not set as high 
n u t of the w ater as those of foreign 
navies. 
It is adm itted by the admiral 
th a t the Indiana and K earsarge classes 
— the first battleships of the navy— 
are two low forward for efficient fight­ 
ing at sea in fairly heavy weather, 
"but the rem ainder of our battleships 
could w ithout doubt give a good ac­ 
count of tfcamselves In a fight at sea 


la an y w eather In which It la at all 
likely Tor a fleet to engage." 
A ttention la called to four of th# 
Russian battleships which were cap­ 
sized or sunk in the battle of the sea 
af Japan, all of which rose twenty- 
-seven feet out of the w ater—higher 
than any of our ships. 
The question 
presents the choice of being well armed 
and consequently weighted lower In 
the w ater abd being lightly armed and 
vetting high out. 
It la stated to he 
the policy of the American navy "to 
always have our vessels armed better 
than our opponents.” 
"It may not he am iss,” the report 
adds, "while dealing with the subject 
of guns and freeboard, to add that 
the Japanese in their most recently 
designed ships, have, notw ithstanding 
an increase of speed and length of 
I vessel, not raised their gun positions 
nor the freeboard, which is one of the 
results gained from their experiences 
I from their recent war, and which 
seem s lo uphold the good idea of our 
• system of building ships without the 
excessive heights deemed to be neces­ 
sary by some critics.” 
As to the heigh of gun position, it 
is stated that, with the exception of 
the Indiana and K earsarge classes, our 
ships carry their forward tu rre t guns 
generally higher than sim ilar ships 
of the B ritish and Japanese navies, 
"and in the heights above w ater of 
guns firing on the broadside we are 
I noticeably in the lead.” 


Baaed Upon False Assumption. 
In answering the criticism of the 


I position of the arm or belt intended to 
protect the vitals of a battleship, the 
adm iral again refers to the Russo- 
Japanese contest,. 
The criticism s, he 
explains, are based upon the assum p­ 
tion th at vessels will always strive to 
go into action at their deep load draft. 
To show th at such is not the correct 
assum ption, he adds: 
"One of the principal causes of the 
defeat of the Russian fleet In th e bat­ 
tle of Tsushim a straits in May, 1905, 
is attributed to the fact th at the ves­ 
sels of th at fleet were overloaded with 


j coal and stores of all kinds; and it is 


j aserted th at his subordinates were 
! unable to understand the great desire 
| which Admiral Rojestvensky always 
! seemed to have to carry Immense 
I am ounts of coal—his vessels having 
! on hoard at this battle enough to 


j steam a distance of more than 3,000 


I miles, w hile the actual distance re- 


j quired to he traveled was but 900. 


I His ships w ere sim ilarly overloaded 
I with stores and supplies. 
This over- 
! loaded condition of the Russian fleet, 
let it be understood, was while pass­ 
ing through the w aters and immedite 
proximity to the naval bases of a 
hostile fleet of relatively their own 
strength and with the probability of 
m eeting the enem y’s fleet in battle so 
great that it might have been regard­ 
ed as alm ost a certainty. 
On the oth­ 
er hand it is stated on reliable au­ 
thority that the Japanese fleet, in an­ 
ticipation 
of 
m eeting 
the 
Russian 
fleet, had been completely stripped by 
removing everything possible In the 
way of weight (equipment, superfluous 
stores, etc.) from the vessels and that 
they had on board 


At the Tim e of the Battle 
provisions 
sufficient 
to 
last 
only 
ten days. 
It may be reasonably as­ 
sumed become of their lightness these 
vessels were near what we would call 
their ‘norm al draft.’ 
Togo’s fleet was 
In fighting trim ; Rojestvensky’s fleet 
was not. 
The result could easily have 
been forecasted—still the critics of 
our navy would have us believe that 
ships should always, as a preparation 
for battle, put them selves in the con­ 
dition of those that m et defeat.” 
Describing the loaded condition of 
our own fleet in its voyage to the 
W est Indies last wlner, the admiral j 
says the ships were so loaded down I 
that the upper edge of their belt ar- 
mor was near the w ater; "and sim­ 
ilarly when the fleet ‘ sailed but a 
short tim e ago for the Pacific their 
draft was even greater than on the 
other occasions. 
Both these cases, 
however, were exceptions, in fact the 
fleet was making a ‘strategic’ move, 
and carried with it everything neces­ 
sary for its own consumption on the 
cruise and everything possible in the 
way of supplies and am m unition for 1 
use 
at 
its 
future base, conditions 
which would not obtain in case of an­ 
ticipated or imminent fleet action.” 
"Devices to prevent the tw ofold 
danger of flare hack and ignition of 
grains of powder in tu rrets,” the re­ 
port says, "have been installed in 
our ships. 
O therwise in tu rret de- 


i sign we are like the British, French 
and Japanese navies. 
Our am m uni­ 
tion hoists, it is m aintained, are not 
inferior to those of other navies.” 
A present lack in the supply of tor­ 
pedoes is adm itted, due to the inabil­ 
ity of m anufacturers to m eet the de­ 
mand. 
This is to be rem edied by the 
completion of a torpedo factory at the 
Newport, R. I., naval station. 
It is 
asserted that our navy is abreast of 
the tim es in the m atter of sights, 
range finders and conning towers.

CONQUERING THE AIR 


Flight of Henry Farman’s Aero­ 
plane In Paris. 


GRACEFUL BEYOND MEASURE 


Work of the Buoesaeful Inventor and 
Hopoo Founded Upon H is Achiovo* 
man!— How 
Fronchmon 
Cnoourego 
Progreso by Giving Prizes. 


I was lucky enough to study at lei­ 
sure the trial flights in Paris of Henry 
Farm an for winning the $10,000 prize 
which he earned so well, w rites the 
New York Post's special P aris corre­ 
spondent 
H e was to fly on his aero­ 
plane a half kilometer (one-third of a 
mile), then turn a goal and return to 
the starting point, all w ithout once 
touching ground. 
The length of this 
irregular oval around which he took 
his course in midair was full three- 
quarters of a mile, and since his vic­ 
tory, out of pure lightness of heart at 
a motor working well, he has made a 
circular flight three times as long. Not 
enough has been said of the mere look 
of man and machine as they "plane” 
against the sky, for a new verb is 
needed to describe the motion. 
It Is like nothing else ever seen be­ 
fore. 
It Is not even like Santos-Du- 
mont’s little dirigible balloon, the No. 
9, which carried him back and forth 
so easily from place to place in the 
Bois de Boulogne, like an automobile 
running through the air. 
Small as its 
gas hag was. the No. 9, like all bal­ 
loons, kept the look of being suspend­ 
ed by som ething held up In the air as 
it glided about. 
On the other hand,

motor's the thing. 
All these steady advances, however 
slow, were made possible by Santos- 
Dumont’s daring in hitching a petro­ 
leum motor to a balloon.

lucky enough to follow his very first 
experim ents, only ten years ago. 
He 
had to face the entreaties of anxious 
friends and the open scorn of profes­ 
sional men of the air. 
He went on his 
way, year after year, undiscouraged 
by repeated failures. 
But he made of

principle, 
which he was sure was 
right. 
Thanks to his experim ents, we 
have now tw o branches of an already 
practical 
industry—petroleum 
as

means of transport through the air. 
There are the great motor balloons for 
war, and there are these machines like 
F arm an’s, without any gas to help 
them, flying of themselves by the pro­ 
pulsion of a petroleum motor. 
The 
world bas moved within th at space of 
ten years. 
No fair man can doubt th a t these 
flying m achines will he m ade prac­ 
tical, little by little, like everything 
that comes to stay. 
They are here 
now for learning and sp o rt 
Soon rich 
am ateurs will use them for their luxu- 
I rious pleasure. 
Last will come their 
plain, everyday use when tim e and

The task was 
to fly a m oderate distance and turn in 
the air and return to the starting point 
Now M. Arinengaud, an engineer of 
international reputation and an author­ 
ity on aeronautics, offers $2,000 to the 
man who will fly on his aeroplane for 
one-quarter of an hour w ithout touch­ 
ing ground. 
First to fly a t all, then to steer the 
flight now to prolong the flight—these 
are the natural beginnings, even with 
a bird learning to fly. In due time will 
come long distance flights, starting and 
landing and steering matches, then 
other exercises of skill and—crown of 
•ll, as with the horse, with automo­ 
biles, with transatlantics—races. This 
is a practical order of things Instead 
Mf summoning the inventor first off to 
do everything at once or for ever after 
hold his peace.

HOME FOR THE NEEDY. 


Unempleyed Ie Have Self Supportin' 
Workshop In New York. 
New York philanthropists have de 
tided upon the erection in New York 
of a $200,000 building In which work 
will be given unemployed men. It wa* 
stated at the meeting at which this de 
clsion was reached that there are at 
least 10.000 unemployed men In New 
York city. 
Of 997 men of the worthy 
unemployed class, It was said, eighty 
were graduates of the biggest universi­ 
ties of the east. 
Dr. H arvey Furbey said: 
"The institution Is now a reality, 
and. althougbt the contracts have not 
been signed, I can m ake a few an­ 
nouncements concerning the scope of 
the enterprise. 
The building will be 
situated at Lafayette street and Bond 
street. 
It will not he a mere lodging 
bouse, but a workshop as well, and he 
who does not work shall not eat. This 
is merely to take care of the worthy 
men who are willing and industrious. 
The home, therefore, will not appeal to 
the professional vagrant. 
"The Influx of professional loafers 
Into the city has staggered the charity 
organizations. 
By the thousands they 
have been trooping Into New York In 
the belief that the city Is easy. Often 
they guess aright, and by playing on 
the sym pathies of credulous people 
during these cold days they live well. 
"It is often difficult to discrim inate 
between a man genuinely in hard luck 
and generally in hard luck. 
This will 
he the purpose of the proposed home. 
A big workshop will keep the men 
busy throughout the day. 
There will 
be a furniture repair shop, as this Is 
work any man can do under the direc­ 
tion of a skilled forem an.” 


USE FOR FOREST REFUSE. 


Californian Buys Leaf Litter From the 
Government For Orange Growers. 
Leaves are the latest product of the 
national forests to be put to good use. 
A southern California man has gone 
In the business of m aking fertilizer 
from the accumulations of leaf litter 
for use on the orange groves around 
Pasadena and recently closed a deal 
with Uncle Sam for leaves from the 
San Gabriel national forest. 
The purchaser intends to haul out the 
leaves, allow’ them to decay and then 
sell them for fertilizer for $5 or more 
a load. The sole of humus, or decayed 
leaf litter, from the forests is quite 
generally practiced in Europe, where 
Intensive conditions of farm and forest 
m anagem ent prevail, and the humus is 
used for fertilizing agricultural land 
Since, however, good soil conditions 
and therefore good tree growth are 
largely dependent on the existence of 
humus its removal is carefully regu­ 
lated. 
In the proper farm ing regions of the 
United States the use of decayed litter 
for fertilizing purposes has long been 
practiced, hut in contrast to Europe no 
thought has been given to the deterio­ 
ration of the soil conditions in the for­ 
ests. 
It has been a case of "robbing 
Peter to pay Paul." 
The leaves Involved In this sale in 
southern California will be taken only 
from areas designated by forest offi­ 
cers, chiefly around public camping 
! places, where their removal will help 
to lessen the forest fire danger. 
In no 
case will leaf litter be removed from 
tracts where there is seedling growth 
nor w’here its removal would cause the 
soil to wash. 


MANY AIRSHIP CRANKS. 


Victim s of Delusions W rite to Sena­ 
tors end Representatives. 
H um an delusions keep pace with 
hum an Inventions. 
A few years ngo 
the United States was filled w ith men 
who had delusions about the telephone. 
A little later disordered brains work­ 
ed out theories about the phonograph. 
Now the airship delusion seems to be 
the rage, says a special W ashington 
correspondent of the New York P o st 
H ardly a week passes th at senators 
and representatives do not receive let­ 
ters from harmless cranks who think 
they have solved the problem of aerial 
navigation. 
A few’ days ago a repre­ 
sentative from Illinois received a long 
letter from a man In Chicago. 
The 
first p art of the letter was a well w rit­ 
ten criticism of army engineers and 
other government officials who have 
been testing various devices for con­ 
quering the air. 
The representative 
read on with interest, thinking his 
correspondent an expert. 
He was 
about to dictate a letter of thanks 
when he observed a postscript read­ 
ing as follows: 
"If you will let me have $125,000, I 
will give you the finest airship ever 
built. 
I w ant fifteen acres ail fenced 
in and shops and tools for m anufac­ 
turing. 
I W’ill furnish airships for 
war, freight or passengers—from Chi­ 
cago to the north pole and back in 
fourteen days or through the center 
of the earth and come out a t the south 
pole in seventy days. 
My airships will 
carry 200 men and baggage. 
Let the 
government put up the money, and I 
will show you that it can be done. 
It 
is up to you whether you intend to 
protect the country." 


Mechanical Stoker For Locomotives. 
Successful tests have been made by 
the Erie road of a mechanical stoker, 
for w’hich it is predicted th at it will 
revolutionize the methods of firing lo­ 
comotives and effect an Immense sav 
Ing in fuel. 
W ith the device in use 
the flremau simply rakes coal into a 
conveyor, w’hich deposits it on a shelf 
inside the fire box, from whence it Is 
blown by steam jets to all portions of 
the grate, evenly distributed and su­ 
perheated.

DESERT GRASS TEST, 


Alfa Variety to Be Grown In 
Southern California. 


USEFUL 
FOR 
PAPERMAKING. 


Leo Angeles Men Has Tw o Seeks af i 
8sed 
From 
Faraway 
Africa— Suc­ 
cess 
of 
Experiments 
May 
Mean 
Creation of Big Industry. 


Carefully protected in the safe of 
one of the business houses of Los An­ 
geles repose two small sacks of grass 
seed upon which are based hopes of 
great things, says the Los Angeles 
Times. 
The sacks contain alfa seed 
from the great Sahara desert. 
They 
may be the forerunner of an im portant 
paperm aklng industry in southern Cal­ 
ifornia. 
The alfa seeds were sent by Profess­ 
or David Fairchild of the bureau of 
plant industry, United States depart­ 
ment of agriculture, to J. C. Conrad of 
Los Angeles, who had become inter­ 
ested in the possibilities of raising this 
grass on the desert lands of southern 
California and Arizona for papermak- 
ing. 
It was necessary to send to Af­ 
rica for the seeds, and the small con 
slgum ent 
recently 
received 
will 
b« 
carefully planted for experim ent work 
One portion of the seed will go tc 
Daggett, in the heart of the desert, on 
the Santa Fe railway. 
There it will 
be planted on the ranch of T. S. Van 
Dyke, one of the pioneer desert ranch 
ers, who has attained much success in 
propagating various grow ths suited tc 
arid districts. 
Another portion will be planted at I 
Mecca, on lands owned by Frank R. j 
Strong, and the third allotm ent goes 
to Thermal, In the heart of Coachella ! 
valley, where Mr. Conrad believes con-j 
dltions of the higher levels are very; 
sim ilar to those to he found in the na­ 
tive soil of the alfa grass. 
On account of the constantly dimin­ 
ishing supply of m aterial for paper- j 
making, Mr. Conrad became interested I 
in the possibilities of growing alfa | 
grass on California’s arid lands. 
H is, 
attention was attracted by a brief 
statem ent made in one of F rank G. 
C arpenter’s letters to the Times. 
Mr. Carpenter, w riting from Beni 
Oumlf, in the Sahara desert, 400 miles 
south of the Port of Oran, says of the 
alfa: 
"I have been passing through a 
great plain of yellow, sandy soil, cov­ 
ered here and there with stones and 
spotted everywhere with bunches of 
the dry alfa grass. 
“The alfa was growing right In the 
sands. 
It is a long, wiry grass, w hich 
Is gathered by the thousands of tons 
and shipped to Europe for the making 
of paper. It Is cut by the Arabs, and 
there are companies with immense | 
capital which handle it. It grows to j 
the height of my waist, in bunches, 
some of which are not bigger than I 
one’s fist, while others sprout out of j 
mounds which would fill a half bushel! 
measure. 
It looks tough and dry, b u t, 
nevertheless 
large 
flocks 
of sheep, I 
goats and camels feed upon it.” 
It is possible, If the experim ents in j 
the grow th of the alfa grass in the 
Coachella and Imperial valleys and on 
the Mohave desert, in San Bernardino 
county, prove a success, th at paper 
mills will be erected in southern Cali­ 
fornia to handle the product, as It is 
claimed tha the m aterial m akes a pa­ 
per of superior quality 
which will 
command top prices. The m aterial Is 
especially suitable for high grade book 
papers. 
The leaves of the alfa grass are from 
eighteen Inches to tw o feet in length. 
They have the peculiarity of breaking 
off at the base, so that they are gath­ 
ered by the exertion of a steady pull, 
after which they are sorted according 
to their color and length and tied In 
bundles for exportation. 
About $1,- 
000,000 w’orth of the grass is exported 
annually from Algeria, and the con­ 
stantly increasing shortage of raw ma­ 
terial for the m anufacture of papet 
makes a perm anent field for the crop. 
Mr. Conrad Is certain th at on the 
higher lands of the Coachella and Im ­ 
perial valleys, at present nonirrigable, 
the alfa grass will prove a profitable 
crop. 
He believes that the cost of 
gathering the grass, w’hich is plucked 
by hand in the African desert, will be 
greatly lessened lf It proves a good 
desert crop In California by the inven* 
tlon of labor saving machinery. 


Th* Duck Pest. 
Wild ducks are giving some of the 
farm ers in the vicinity of Holtville, 
Cal., a merry run for their money. On 
Farm er Coon’s place a few days ago 
thousands of them could have been 
seen eagerly devouring the new sown 
grain. The grain growers in the vicin­ 
ity of Silsbee also are complaining. 
Mr. Ijam s owns som ething like 200 
acres six or eight miles southw est of 
El Centro. 
Ile has irrigated eighty 
acres of his place and planted barley. 
Before the grain had hardly sprouted 
the ravenous and half starved wary 
bird w as on the scene ready for ac­ 
tion. 
Unless the valley fanners get 
together and exterm inate this pest they 
m ight as well cease trying to raise 
grain. 
The solution of the duck prob­ 
lem Is up to them. 


USED UNFAIR METHODS. 


Competitors of the Standard Testify 
Against Oil Trust.

and H enry A. Hisgen, brothers of

Mass., and members of the sam e busi­ 
ness firm, were among the w itnesses 
who testified at the hearing In connec- 


tlon with tile action Brought by the 
United Stat aa government to d i-solve 
the Standard Oil Company of New Jar- 
n y . 
Their testim ony was sim ilar to that 
given by Thomas L. Hiscren, they also 
claiming that the Standard In compe­ 
tition 
with their Arm 
used unfair 
methods. George C. H iseen swore that 
the Standard gave rebates and other 
inducem ents to patrons of the firm 
with which he is connected so as to 
divert business from his firm to the 
Standard. 
He also told of threats 
m ade to the m erchants by representa­ 
tives of the Standard Oil company. 
Henry A. Hisgen testified that In 
about seventy-five towns lh this sec­ 
tion of New York state and in the 
New England states, the Standard had 
I cut the price of oil w henever his firm 
entered the field as its com petitor.
